There’s 
a slew of new small independent publishers and publishing 
collectives. This can only lead to bigger and better things as 
more titles are available to us all. Take a look at our expanded 
“Comix” section in this issue. 

The Fringe section has also undergone a huge expansion. I’m 
not really sure if that’s good or bad, but you know the old adage, 


“give ‘em what they want. ” Other new features include the new 
“Grrrlz & 9” section, which is an overview of Riot Grrrl zines 
and other feminist and women-oriented publications. 

If that wasn’t enough evidence of the growth of the zine scene 
(I hate that phrase). Almost half the zines reviewed in this issue 
are completely new to us at Factsheet Five. 539 of the 1,250 
zines reviewed in this issue have never been listed before.

Mine was when I asked Joe to 
contribute a column to my new project. He refused unless I 
named it something other then “ Factsheet Five. ” Joe certainly 
was a curmudgeon - but well-loved by all. We’ll all miss you 
Joe.

YOUR MAILING LABEL 

If you got this magazine through the mail then you should find 
a mailing code on the far right corner of your address label. 

If there’s a slash and a number then that number is the last 
issue you’re due to receive. F’instance, if the code is a dot and 
a slash and the number “. /50 ” then your subscription will expire 
after the next issue. It would be a good idea to renew your 
subscription now to avoid any missed issue. 

A dot “. ” indicates a Regular subscription (3rd class bulk 
mail) which takes a few weeks to get to you. 

A star “*” indicates a Friend subscription; 1st class mail sent 
in an envelope with expedited delivery and you also qualify for 
some cool perks. 

An exclamation point “! ” means that you’re on the comp list 
and you’ve got nothing to worry about. 

“C” means you’re a contributor to F5. You have work in this 
issue or the last. Contributors get two consecutive issues each 
time their work is used. 

“X” means that we have a pre-arranged magazine trade. If 
you could review F5 or maybe print one of the ads it would really 
help out. If there’s a number then the exchange is due to run out 
after that issue unless I hear from you. 

“L” means that you’re a lifetime subscriber. You were kind 
enough to give money to Mike Gunderloy in his time of need so 
I’ll continue the tradition. All lifetime subscriptions are sent out 
bulk rate cuz it’s all I can afford at this time.

Cash is always preferred. We also accept checks or money 
orders drawn in U.S. funds (payable to Factsheet Five). I am 
happy to accept bank notes from any country at the current rate 
of exchange (especially if it looks really cool with lots of color). 

A new privilege of F5 Friends is the quick-n-easy line 
exchange. F5friends can send $2.90 for postage in cash, check, 
money order, or stamps for a dip into our wondrous zine 
exchange.

I’m not currently offering free subscriptions to prisoners. 
Prisoners are offered a discount rate and can pay in stamps at 
the rate of one stamp book per issue. That’s one book of ten 290 
stamps for each issue requested. 

If you were a subscriber to the earlier incarnations of 
Factsheet Five please take this time to enhance your subscription 
status. Two options will insure uninterrupted delivery of F5. 
You can upgrade the outstanding issues remaining on your 
subscription by sending $4 for each remaining issue. That 
makes you and F5 Friend with all the perks. You also can renew 
early by sending me a check for $20 and I’ll tack on the 
additional issues. Please check your mailing label and specify 
which of these two options you prefer along with your payment. 
Either of these things would be greatly appreciated so we can 
stay in business. 

PLEASE — send me your address changes. Lost issues due 
to address changes cost almost $4 in printing and postage. I’m 
too bogged down with work to offer replacement issues so it’s 
crucial to send me your address changes as soon as you know 
them. 

ZINE PUBLISHER’S RESOURCE GUIDE 

The Zine Publisher’s Resource Guide is a 32 page booklet 
listing over 200 print shops, magazine stores, and distributors 
that are zine friendly. You get rates, contacts, references, and 
all the latest dirt on industry people around the country. Useful 
for finding everything from cheap xerox the best national 
distribution network. 

The guide is now available to all readers of Factsheet Five for 
the nominal charge of $3 (cash please). F5 Friend subscribers 
get it for free but Regular subscribers need to pay the extra $3 
to get their own copy. 

You are encouraged to send me information and comments 
for the guide. It might be a good idea to see what’s already in 
it before you send me additional information but I’m always on 
the lookout for more “zine-friendly” industry types. All com¬ 
ments will be reprinted anonymously so you don’t have to worry 
about any backlash from your neighborhood zine store. 

SENDING STUFF FOR REVIEW 

Here’s the instructions: Please enclose a separate card 
clearly stating the sample price, the subscription price and how 
many issues they get for a sub. Also print the ordering address, 
the check endorsement name, the ISSN number, your trade 
policy, your advertising policy, your submission policy, your 
back issue policy, and if you review zines, books, videos, 
comics, or records. Also list if you require age statements, if 
you print reader letters, if you offer free prisoner subs, and the 
page count so we don’t have to do it. 

It’s a really good idea to staple this card to the inside front 
cover of your zine, so it doesn’t get lost. Envelopes get tossed, 
so don’t write anything important on the outside of the envelope. 
You also can write down your telephone number, fax number, 
e-mail address, and press run. I won’t be printing these but they 
may be needed by me or other industry types. 

Feel free to request category placement or short descriptions. 
I may not use what you suggest but it’s worth a try, isn’t it? All 
category placements and reviews are at OUR discretion. If you 
don’t agree with our policies then don’t send us your stuff. 

If you want me to check out your zine but don’t want me to 
print a review (for whatever reason) that’s cool too. But please 
write it clearly on the cover of your zine so there ’ s no confusion. 
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Not every issue of every zine gets reviewed. Sometimes 
we’ll review different issues. Sometimes different people will 
review the same issue. Generally we review the latest issue 
we’ve received up to our deadline. 

.We reserve the right to reject any publication sent in for 
review. So far the only stuff that really bugs me local music 
freebies, annoying band promo-zines, and stuff where people 
don’t even make an effort. 

We don’t review all “one-shots” and books Just the ones we 
really like. We rarely review any books that are more than a year 
old so please don’t send us everything you currently have in 
print, just the newest ones. Catalogs and “stuff” gets the same 
treatment. I’ve reviewed about 10 % of the catalogs received and 
100% of the “stuff. ” (So far I’ve gotten some really cool stuff.) 

The free trade policy is currently on hold. I’m trying to keep 
this project afloat and simply don’t have the money. 

Publications reviewed will receive a confirmation postcard 
in the mail, containing a reprint of the review as it appears in 
F5. Zine publishers are encouraged to subscribe so they can 
keep up with the industry. 

The next issue will feature our new music review section. It’s 
not gonna be a demo tape free-for-all. We’re only going to 
review stuff we like, so there’s no guarantee that your latest 
single will get a mention. But if you just put together a hot new 
CD, please send us a copy. If it gets our toes a’tappin’ and our 
heads a’pumpin’ we’ll give it a nice long review. Please don’t 
send me tons of promotional literature (especially band photos).. 
I don’t need more then just a short band history and ordering 
information. In case you haven’t figured out what music we like 
here’s a tip: Industrial, Techno, House, Rap, Funk, Punk, 
Grunge, Spoken Word, Modern Jazz, Avant-garde, and Movie 
Soundtracks. 

WHERE TO SEND STUFF 

This one’s kinda tricky. There are two 
addresses for Factsheet Five and several 
addresses for our co-conspirators. 

This first one is the Factsheet Five home 
base. It’s the place to send all subscription 
requests, donations, submissions, art, ad 
copy, complaints, hate mail, and zines to be 
reviewed. I like humor zines, comics, art, 
personal zines, sex zines, food zines, work 
zines, travel, obsessions, community, eco, 
peace, leftist, anarchy, politics, news, mu¬ 
sic, catalogs, videos, and anything else.

F5 will also forward your fan mail to any artist, cartoonist, 
or writer whose work has graced these pages. Simply seal your 
message in a stamped envelope, attach a note, and shove the 
whole thing in another envelope to me and I’ll forward it. 

SUBMISSIONS 

Please send us art and illustrations. I like humorous single or 
multi-paneled cartoons.‘Check these pages for ideas that you 
think might appeal to me. I’m less likely to print spot illustra¬ 
tions but let’s see what you’ve got. I’m particularly interested 
in getting a bunch of Factsheet Five ads together. Just make sure 
you’ve got the address and prices right and then you’re on your 
own. If you have an idea for a cover illustration you may want 
to submit a rough sketch first. 

I’m still looking for additional reviewers but I have very 
strict requirements. You must have an IBM PC compatible 
computer, at least a 286, with 640K RAM minimum and a hard 
drive. You must write the reviews using our special zine review 
software. Be prepared to spend a sizable amount of time writing 
reviews before deadline. If you are interested, please send me 
at least 10 zine reviews that you’ve written, on an IBM 
formatted disk in plain ASCII or WordPerfect format. Be 
prepared to demonstrate a commitment to reviewing before I’ll 
regularly forward zines for you to review. 

I’m also looking for columnists and freelance writers. Be 
aware that I’m looking for very specific material. I want stuff 
on DTP, printing, publishing, alternative media, technology, 
mail art, anything that’s zine-related. Send me a sample of your 
writing along with some new ideas, or just send me completed 
material. Space is at a premium now so I’m very selective. 

We’re going to try and pay our contributors. It’s not gonna 
be a lot but contributors will receive at least two consecutive 
issues for each issue their work appears in. Please include your 
phone number with your submission so I’m able to contact you 
if necessary. It’s not necessary to include an SASE as I don’t 
really have the time to send out personal acceptance/rejection 
letters. I like to keep all stuff on file so it’s available at 
production time. Receipt of contributor’s copy is 
acknowledgement of use. 

If you’re a struggling writer, submitting stuff to zines is a 
great way to start. I should know, that’s how I started. But don’t 
expect to get rich and famous (at least not overnight). Check 
these pages for zines that explicitly state their desire for 
submissions. Don’t send too much poetry, most zines are 
£) flooded with the stuff. You’re not going to get paid that well 
^ either, just expect a copy or two as payment. It’s also a good idea 
to enclose an SASE to get a reply from the publisher.

The files are also available through email. For some people, 
especially those of you on FidoNet, CompuServe, America 
Online and other services with email-only gateways to The 
Internet, an email subscription is the only way to get the files. 
Just email me and I’ll subscribe you. I usually send out all the 
reviews Lori Higa and I did from the current issue and all the 
reviews Seth and other reviewers did from the prior issue just 
before the current issue goes to press. Reviews from Larry-bob, 
Luigi-Bob, Maximum RockNRoll, Second Guess, Fucktooth 
and other zine reviewers on the ‘Net are sent out to the 
subscribers as they come in. 

Although an “issue” of Factsheet Five - Electric is mailed as 
many discrete files, there are still many mailer daemons who 
puke at the large files, so if you subscribe and don’t receive 
anything, this might be the case. You’re stuck with ftp, gopher 
or the print version. Sorry. 

If you have access to Usenet news feeds, you might want to 
check out alt.zines where zinesters of all persuasions flame and 
hype. 

THE ZINE EXCHANGE 

Now we don’t have a hell of a lot of room for zines, so here’s 
the deal: Along with your zine, send an SASE, the bigger and 
more postage-packed the better. $2.90 of postage gets you 2 
pounds of zines. And we’ll send you some of the zines we get. 
That’s right, not only will we review them, but we’re doing a 
zine exchange. Don’t ask for specific titles, as you won’t get 
them. Types of zines can be requested, but are subject to 
availability and what has been reviewed when we get your 
envelope and what is on the top of the pile of zines that have been 
reviewed. So it’s pretty random. 

Please don’t send an envelope with metered postage on it, as 
the Post Office doesn’t always deliver those. Also, don’t send 
us more than two or three copies of your zine, we’ve got just 
enough space to deal with all of this stuff. Remember the magic 
number here is $2.90. That’ll get you two pounds of stuff, 
anything less is hardly worth the trouble. And please pass them 
on when you’re done with them. 

WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN 

“Don’t mean sheeeit” as Mr. Natural would say — but the 
reviews do have some hidden meanings. That first big group of 
words is the title. After the title there also might be a subtitle for 
the publication. I don’t write them but they sometimes tell you 
what the zine is all about. 

Any zines reviewed for the first time is indicated with dots 
• • next to the title. These indicate premier issues and stuff that 
we haven’t seen before. All you jaded zinesters can now skip 
right to the new stuff. 

At the very beginning of the review I list any issue numbers 
or dates that indicate when it was published. Reviews vary in 
length from one line to those monster reviews that Jerod loves 
to write. How do you know what’s good? Check the length of 
the review. In general, the more we say about a zine the more 
we like it. 

After the review I list the zine statistics: Whether or not they 
like to trade zines, accept submissions, review other stuff, or 
accept advertising. 

I hope you find the following information a useful shortcut 
to getting through these pages: 

There are often two prices, one for sample copies and one for 
subscriptions. When listing sub prices I list the number of copies 



that you might expect to get for your $$$. Be forewarned that 
prices may change. 

After the address, enclosed in those little brackets are the 
page count, zine size, production quality, and reviewer. 

You should always check the page count and size before 
ordering zines. I’m not going to tell you if it’s a good deal or not, 
you’re going to have to decide that for yourself.

Zine production: This has NOTHING to do with content, it’s 
simply our analysis of how “raw” or “polished” a publication 
looks. This is simply another way of helping you decide what 
to get. I prefer a more amateur look but many people prefer 
slicker looking magazines. These are the terms and what they 
mean. 

1 Raw Handwritten with imperfect xeroxing 

2 Rough Typed or printed with better xeroxing 

3 DTPed Desk-Top-Published with good binding 

4 Polished Clean-looking offset printed magazine 

5 Professional Total pro job with four-color printing 
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If you do send checks: At the end of each review, after the 
prices, you’ll find the address. If there’s a person’s name listed 
there too then checks should be made out to that person. If 
there’s a publishing house then the checks should be made out 
to it. Got it? 

If there’s a single issue price listed then you’re invited to 
order a sample issue. If there’s a subscription price listing the 
number of issues you’d expect to receive then you may be able 
to order a sample (if you do the correct math). If you really like 
what I say about a zine and there’s only a subscription price 
listed, then order a sub. And don’t forget to tell ‘em I sent ya. 

If I list two different prices separated by a slash that means 
the first price was suggested by the publisher (like “free”) and 
the second price was suggested by me (like “$1”). 

Canadians and some Brits, generally don’t mind receiving 
U.S. funds in cash. ForCanada, it is generally safe to sendUS$l 
for each C$1 in prices; the exchange rate is usually high enough 
to cover postage. For Great Britain, US$2 for each £1 similarly 
allows for postage even after covering the exchange. I’ve tried 
to list the prices in US$ for overseas shipping for European 
publications but I’m not perfect. If you don’t live in the States 
and you want to order something from outside the U. S., then it’s 
a good idea to write first to get the current prices for your part 
of the world. 

SASE doesn’t mean a little 3x5 envelope with a single stamp 
on it. Please check the magazine size and number of pages. Four 
sheet (8 pages) are about loz. Send the correct sized envelope 
and put enough postage on it to hold the zine. Remember, it’s 
one stamp for each ounce. 

“Age Statement” means that you should send a signed 
statement saying that you’re over 18 (or over 21) to help the 
publisher avoid legal hassles associated with distributing sexu- 


We’ve got lots of different people re¬ 
viewing zines here. Jerod (JP) and I (RSF) 
do the bulk of the material in the main 
sections. Larry-Bob (LR) does most of the 
stuff in Queer and Luigi-Bob Drake (LBD) 
does most of the poetry. Check the masthead 
for additional reviewers. 

HOW TO GET ZINES 

Please send cash! I know everyone tells 
you not to not to send cash through the mail 
but we’re talkin’ just a few bucks here. If 
you’re ordering a $20 subscription from 
someone then send a check but for a buck or 
two, c’mon. Many zine publishers don’t 
have separate bank accounts set up for their 
zines. You don’t know how frustrating it is 
to return a stack of $1 checks because 
they’re made out to your zine. The only 
thing checks do is to let our government 
know how we spend out money. 

'In general, cash is preferable to money 
orders, which is preferable to checks. If you 
send cash please wrap it carefully. I’ve 
rarely had problems with cash but I’ve had 
massive problems with inaccurate checks. 
Sending coins really sucks. If the price listed 
isn’t a round number then round it up the 
nearest buck, postage is expensive these 
days.

In fact, it’s a good idea to include an age 
statement for any zine that might contain blunt writing or 
explicit pictures whether we mention it in the review or not. This 
is particularly true for the “Sex” section or the “Queer” section. 

“The Usual” refers to the traditional method of obtaining 
zines without sullying oneself with cash. Generally this includes 
trading other zines, writing intelligent letters, contributing 
articles, or contributing art. These days $2 or $3 is often 
accepted as the equivalent. 

Please mention Factsheet Five when writing to anyone you 
saw reviewed or advertised here. Publishers like to know where 
you heard about them so they’ll be able to manage things better. 
Advertisers like to know that people see their ads, so they’ll 
continue advertising (and I can continue printing). It helps us all 
in the long run, as the more credibility we build up, the more 
fine zines we’ll be able to bring to your attention. 

If you have the time, any publisher enjoys hearing comments 
on the zine they’ve sent you. Sending a personal greeting along 
with your order saying why you decided to order their publica¬ 
tion will also help. Publishing zines is a hard, lonely business 
and even a simple note of thanks will really make someone’s 
day. Enclosing an SASE almost guarantees you a personal reply 
directly from the publisher (even from Factsheet Five *s pub¬ 
lisher).

Music zinesters like to read music zines while sfans like 
to get other sfanzines. And remember, publishers are under no 
obligation to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can’t afford 
to give away the copy, don’t send it.

The brutal sexuality, manipulations, lies, and dishonesty are captured 
in a matter-of-fact writing style that comes too close to the truth for comfort. 
The exploitive nature of the man in the story, and the victimization of the 
woman, leaves you with that ugly ice-cold alienation you get when a 
relationship turns into a sack of shit.

Dealing passionately but not simplistically with such 
large questions as human survival or “purpose,” the evolution of conscious¬ 
ness, and social and cultural decay or change, all couched in an intensely 
expressed surrealist discourse glittering with the “ephemera” of daily life: “I 
can see the music in the blood of the guy running down the alley pushing a 
shopping cart with a TV inside it, repeatedly looking over his shoulder at the 
miniature cars which like a pack of dogs keep trying to jump and fly into the 
low-lying clouds of meat teasing all below with the threat or treat of carmine 
rain...” (from “Shopping Cart”).

When Laura and I were living together in Stony Brook we 
didn’t have much money. For a while we felt like we could live 
on love alone. Then we realized we needed just a few more 
things besides love. One was food. 

That problem seemed easy to resolve. Food is relatively 
cheap (or even free) depending on how resourceful one can be. 
We were very resourceful. We were always on the lookout for 
free food. After a while it became an obsession. The phrase 
“free food” eventually became a mantra for us — a way of 
attaining eternal bliss by following where it lead us. I spent most 
of my time trying to scam a free meal somewhere on campus. 
It wasn’t too difficult. There were lots of opportunities for that. 
There was always some group trying to draw in a crowd of 
people with offers of free food. 

I would check the signs posted around campus. The best 
deals were art openings or boring lectures. They would set up 
huge spreads of wine and snacks — all free. Most of the snacks 
were expensive cheeses and pastries. We always felt that the 
money would be better spent on nutritious foods like brown rice 
and tofu. It would be healthier and they could feed more people. 
If I ever have an opening that’s what I’ll do — invite everyone 
I know and lay out a huge spread of beans, brown rice, steamed 
vegetables, and tofu. 

When we moved up to Buffalo w.e still didn’t have much 
money.but we knew how to work with (i.e., scam) the system 
better. It was in Buffalo where we discovered the free govern¬ 
ment food programs. It’s difficult to find any tangible benefits 
of our government. Most people feel that they’re constantly 
paying taxes into a big black hole, without ever getting anything 
out of it. I’ve found the only way of getting anything from the 
government is to be either very rich or very poor. 

At the time it seemed like everyone was getting in on the free 
food. We networked with our friends to find the best food deals 
in town. Some places just gave away that awful cheese, others 
gave away rice, flour, sugar, and powered milk, while the best 
places even gave away butter. It was necessary to line up early 
in the morning to get in on the free butter, but we always tried 
for it. The funny thing was the foods they gave away was just 
about everything needed for making chocolate chip cookies. 
Maybe the government was trying to tell us something. 

All that was missing were the chocolate chips, but they were 
cheap enough. They were often on sale for the low price of 
$ 1.18 for a 12 ounce bag. Whenever we went to the supermarket 
we would check out the price on the chips and if they were $1.18 
we’d pick ’em up. After a few months of this the words “dollar 
eighteen” became another one of our mantras. 

Just about the only thing that government cheese was good 
for was making macaroni and cheese. I worked out some cool 
recipes using the stuff. We had to do something with it, they 
gave everyone a huge block of it. Boy, did we ever get sick of it. 

Speaking of macaroni and cheese, probably everyone’s all- 
time favorite poverty food is pre-packaged macaroni and cheese 
dinner. You know the kind: It comes in a monolith-shaped 
cardboard box full of elbow macaroni and a foil packet 
containing that wonderful orange powder. Cook up the maca¬ 
roni, mix in some milk, butter and the magic orange powder and 
vola! Macaroni and cheese (or maybe a close imitation). 

I think Kraft (that wonderful tobacco and cheese company) 
was the one that invented macaroni and powdered cheese sauce 
mix for our culinary pleasures. We didn’t care, we always ate 


the cheap imitations. Sometimes we got the supermarket 
brands, but other times we stooped even lower and picked up the 
generic ones. That was really depressing. This was even before 
the movie Repo Man — long before generic foods became hip. 

Another one of our favorite cheap packed foods was Jiffy 
brand corn muffin mixes. We were so creative with ’em. We 
mixed in molasses, nuts, raisins, peanut butter, chocolate chips, 
whatever we had around the house. The quiz question is: What 
do Jiffy brand corn muffin mixes and store-brand macaroni and 
cheese mixes have in common? The answer — five for a dollar. 

Our third mantra for cheap eats became “five for a dollar. ” 
Being able to pick up five packages of food products for only a 
dollar seemed like the best deal around. Whenever we’d see 
those mountains of boxes at the ends of the supermarket isle 
labeled “5 for $1” it was calling out name. 

Other techniques for supermarket survival includes “bulk 
aisle snacking” and “tear’n’munch. ” If your local supermarket 
has those wonderful bulk-food aisles, you’re in luck. Bulk aisle 
snacking is the best way of obtaining free food in supermarkets. 
Everyone does it, so your chance of getting caught is pretty slim. 
You’ll want to go for the chocolates and sweets but try to 
squeeze some nutrition in there too. Try the crackers or the 
mixed nuts. If you get some vegetables from the salad bar, 
you’ll end with a well balanced (and free) meal. 

If there is no bulk food or salad bars available you’ll have to 
get down and dirty. Some people have an aversion to opening 
packages in the supermarket but have no qualms about snacking 
from an already opened package. How do you think those 
packages got opened in the first place? Act of God? 

This is an important technique for reducing your food 
budget. By snacking on sweets while shopping for food you’ll 
reduce your immediate cravings for those types of foods, thus 
reducing the chance you'll spend money on expensive junk. 

By implementing all these techniques one can live on love — 
with just a little bit of money for food. Attend as many free-food 
schmooze fests as you can. Free-booze schmooze fests are even 
better. Hook up with food bank give-aways. Get food stamps. 
Engage in some serious snacking during your shopping trips. 
And most importantly, buy those cheap foods and learn how to 
prepare them well. 

In case you were thinking, how do you make that boxed 
macaroni and cheese edible? I’ve come up with a recipe. Try 
it out. You’d be surprised at how tasty cheap food can be.
